Other sources told International 
News Service that published re­ 
ports that MacArthur asked Pace 
for authority to bomb Manchurian 
bases were "purest speculation " 
It was indicated that such policy 
matters would go directly to the 
joint chiefs of staff rather than to 
the army secretary who is respon­ 
sible for the fighting fitness of the

May 1 the recruits accepted by 
any service, whether drafted or 
volunteered, must be divided as 
follows: 
Eight per cent in intelligence 
group No 1 32 per cent in group 
No 2; 39 per cent in group No. 
3; and 21 per cent in group No. 4. 
Group 1 consists of those who 
make a score of 93 to 100 on the 
examination; group 2, those with 
scores between 65 and 93; group 
3. those with scores between 31 
and 65; and group 4, those with 
scores between 13 and 31 
These are the usual divisions 
established in military intelligence 
tests, and over a long period of 
time the plan would assure that 
each service would get a normal 
proportion of men in the top in­ 
telligence bracket.

The Nimitz Commission— 3 


(By HOLMES ALEXANDER) 


WASHINGTON, D. C„ April 10.—Such is the cynicism of our day 
that most Republican Senators look upon the President’s Commission 
on Internal Security and Individual Right* as merely a political "bell- 
ringer”—a loud empty noise to attract favorable attention. 
They put this so-called Nimitz Commission in the same category 
with the Commission on Civil Rights which enabled the President to 
point with alarm to a number of social evils and promise to bring 
about prompt reform in return for his election majority. Candidate 
Truman in 1948 got the support of all the militant minorities along 
with the support of the organized do-gooders, but he has not been 
able to deliver any of his promises. It is doubtful that he ever believed 
he could deliver. It is more than doubtful that the la ir Dealers ara any 
more liberal about personal liberties than most Republicans are. 
Same Reasoning Applies 
The same reasoning applies to the President’s alleged determina- 
tion to 'find a balanced formula for Commie-hunUng. The nation 
desperately needs some system to protect both its own life and the 
reputation of innocent men who are sometimes caught in the toils of 
McCarthyism. But it seems significant the. President did not set up 
the Nimitz Commission until the pre-election year of 1951. Any forth­ 
coming report is sure to fall into 1952 when he or some other fair 
Deal candidate can make political hay of it 
Senator Nixon of California is one of several Republicans who 
called for a Nimitz-type commission last year when the big battle of 
McCarthyism was being fqught out in the Tydings committee. Cam­ 
paigning against Rep 
Helen Gahagan Douglas whom he defeated, 
Nixon made no apologies for the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of which he was then a member. But he continued to call 
for an extra-political investigation of Reds-in-government, and today 
he is one of the few Republicans who believe that some good may come 
out of the Nimitz group, when and if it ever becomes active 
More than most men who have known the thrill of the spy-hunt. 
Nixon stresses the protection of innocent or harmless bystanders One 
duty of the Nimitz Commission, he believes, should be to swing the 
weight of public opinion to the defense of a Communist suspect who 
proves to be Innocent or to be reformed.

Mr. Brow n’s address was heard 
with a great deal of interest by the

has 50 million inhabitants crowded 
Into an area smaller than many 
states in this country. 
Beginning

T o help everyone remember the difference 
between temporary emergency powers and 
perm anent socialism , we pub lish th is 
reminder.
